tee) has asked us, not, indeed, to water 
the wine, but to pour into it a few drops 
of that golden elixir which will permit 
honest wine-sellers to sell the wine at a 
cheaper rate," and further, "The lune- 
sellers, honored by larger custom owing 
to the good measure they give, engage 
to raise their establishments to the rank 
of Catholic clubs of a special order.'.' In 
short, any owner of a cabaret who 
chooses to accept the position will be 
enabled by the Society to undersell his 
less orthodox rivals, on the understand- 
ing that he will, in return for this ad- 
vantage, do a little among his customers 
for the Church.
